Such a workload is fairly typi- 
cal for CDBG rehabbed homes, 
according to Wilmington 
Director of Planning, Carole 
Hamilton. 

“Our first priority is to bring 
the home up to code and to 
make it safe to live in,” 
Hamilton said. “That’s why we 
deal so much with plumbing, 


electrical, and _ structural 
issues.” 
The first thing inspectors look 


for, on any house built before 
1978, is lead paint. Any win- 
dows containing lead paint are 
replaced. Peeling lead paint on 
a house exterior is re-painted. 
Wiring throughout the Shine 
house was brought up to cur- 
rent code and hard-wired 
smoke detectors were installed. 
The Shine home did have some 
structural problems, located 
directly underneath _the 
kitchen, which were repaired, 
in part, by installing several 
steel columns in the basement. 
The kitchen received a new 
vinyl floor, 12 linear-feet of base 
cabinets, 8 linear-feet of wall

The other side 


‘There are two sides to every story. Last week's editorial criti 
cized the Wilmington Police Department for failing to march in 
the Memorial Day parade and cited a lack of compensation as the 
primary reason behind the department's absence. On that count, 
| now believe that I was mistaken, 

Last Wednesday morning, our production day, a veteran of the 
Korean War visited the Town Crier and angrily related his dis 
pleasure with the police force. The department failed to march in 
the parade, according to him, because they would not be compen 
sated for it, He further asserted that the Fire Department did not 
get paid, but chose to march anyway. Later that morning, inci 
dentally, a Veteran of the War on Terror visited the office for the 
exact same reason. 

I made two phone calls, one to the Town Manager and one to the 
Chief of Police. I asked each of them if, in previous years, the 
police had ever been paid or compensated to march in the 
Memorial Day Parade. Each of them answered that they had. 1 
also asked if members of the department would, or would not be 
compensated for marching in this year’s parade, The Town 
Manager stated that he had advised the department that no fund- 
iny would be available to compensate for participation in this 
year’s parade. 

That constitutes the 


extent of my conversations with either of the 
two men. In my conv tion with Chief Spencer, I did attempt to 
speculate on a motive for the department's lack of presence, but 
he refused to take part in such a discussion and stated only that 
two members of the force did participate. 

I take the time now of detailing those conversations for two rea- 
sons - bear with me. Firstly; on Thursday I received a letter-to- 
the-editor from Officer Paul Chalifour (printed elsewhere on this 
page) questioning the legitimacy of my source of information. No 
mystery was intended, so I made a courtesy call to Mr. Chalifour 
and described my phone calls exactly as detailed above, He 
thanked me and we ended the call amicably. Sometime later, 
statements were attributed to me that were never uttered by me. 
Neither {he Town Manager, nor the Chief of Police ever opined to 

me that the department did not march because it would not be 

compensated. Furthermore, I never claimed otherwise to anyone. 

Secondly; the editorial was an opinion based on the factual data 
obtained, My mistake, pointed out accurately by Mr. Chalifour 
during one of our conversations, was in presenting the editorial as 
a point of fact and not as an opinion. To quote, the editorial stat- 
ed, “They (Police) didn't march because they were not going to be 
paid to march.” 

That should not have becn offered as a categorical statement and 
for that I offer a sincere apology to the Wilmington Police. 

I have spoken to a number of people in the department over the 
last week and I have come to believe that compensation was nol a 
motivating factor within the department. 

With all that having been said, however, a perception of the 
police’s conspicuous absence from the Memorial Day ceremonies 
was formed among a significant number of residents days before 
| ever picked up a pencil to write about it. Last week's editorial 
certainly propagated the perception, but it did not create it. 

I understand that there were many legitimate reasons for vari- 
ous members of the department not to have been able to attend. I 
further understand that no one on the department is, nor should 
any of them be, duty bound to attend. A parade is not everyone's 
preferred method for honoring the fallen soldiers on Memorial 
Day 

It was, however, the first time in the last ten years or so, to the 
best of my knowledge, that police did not march in the Memorial 
Day parade. A number of parade participants felt slighted as a 
‘result, It was an event worthy of commenting on, and I retain my 
right and my duty as editor to do so. I’m a big boy and, when I 
believe myself to be right, have no problem sticking to my guns 
despite any measure of pushback. But I am also a big enough per- 

“son to acknowledge when I've stepped over the line. I regret that 

1 did indeed step over it last week. 

For now, I respectfully turn the floor over the Wilmington Police 
Department for their response.

It was like the 4th of July - 
without the American flag 
and barbecues. Flags and 
more flags were placed all 
around the capital of Hanoi 
(not that there haven’t been 
any flags in the first place). 
New, bigger banners and 
posters adorned major inter- 
sections and causeways 
-engrossed with government 
slogans, the hammer and 
sickle and the peaceful dove. 
Ho Chi Minh’s smiling and 
waving posture greeted 
onlookers in a renewed fash- 
ion.There were a handful of 
dates remembered during the 
end of April and early May- 
you had Ho Chi Minh’s 
Birthday, the Birthday of 
Hanoi, the Conquering of 
Saigon by the North 
Vietnamese, Victory at Dien 
Bien Phu against the French, 
International Workers Day, 
and the annual Tourism 
Week. While the streets of 
Hanoi were covered in red 
and yellow, Hoan Kim Lake 
experienced its own festival - 
Tourism Week. A range of 
booths all around the lake 
made their presence, each 
offering goods and services. 
Surprisingly, they were cater- 
ing to ordinary Vietnamese 
and not tourists, with every- 
thing from food to hats, and 
tour offerings. There were 
also stages with all kinds of 
music being played, and the 
large crowds walked around 
to enjoy the festivities. 
Another major event was the 
“Conquering of Saigon” day, 
which occurred on April 30. 
Unpredictably, there was not 
much activity here in Hanoi 
on that notable day. A friend 
and I traveled to Ba Ding 
Square (the main square 
housing Ho Chi Minh’s mau- 
soleum) for the purpose of 
paying Ho Chi Minh another 
visit, and also to check out 
whether any festivities were 
being held. To our dismay 
there were none. I later 
learned the main event was 
being held in Ho Chi Minh 
City (aka Saigon), and the 
government focused its atten- 
tion there with parades and 
the national ceremony. On Ho 
Chi Minh’s birthday loud 
speakers all around his mau- 
soleum played music, even at 
night. On that day I went with 
friends to a music concert 
organized by the Russian 
Dept. at the Foreign 
Language University. Songs 
were sung in Vietnamese and 
Russian, and Russian stu- 
dents performed as well. The 
newspapers were likewise 
draped in his image. Finally, 
International Workers day 
was celebrated with cere- 
monies commemorating the 
achievements of the “workers 
paradise”. In addition, vaca-

Because the land has 
‘received tax breaks due to its 
status as an agricultural prop- 
erty, the Town of Wilmington 
has the right of first refusal. In 
other words, the Town has the 
right to purchase the property 
if it is able to match the offer of 
"$450,000 currently on the table. 
The Town is given 120 days to 
match the offer and the clock 
Started ticking three weeks 
ago. 

"I'm a lady with a very short 
window of opportunity," Harris 
said. "I've already told my 
husband to forget about a sum- 
mer vacation." 

So far, according to Harris, 
the commission has sent letters 
seeking support to each of 
Wilmington's state and nation- 
al legislators, the Governor of 
Massachusetts, the Secretary 
of State, and even to the 
President of the United States.

Wilmington," Harris said. 

Mailings will be sent to busi- 
ness members of the Chamber 
of Commerce and flyers are 
being developed to inform prop- 
erty abutters of the situation. 
A website, which Harris hopes 
to have linked to the Town’s 
homepage, is also currently in 
the developmental stages. 

Harris is working on compil- 
ing a list of every private phil- 
anthropic foundation to have 
shown an interest in historic 
preservation. 

"I don’t know where all this 
will lead, but I’m not above 
begging, not when something 
like this is at stake," Harris 
said. "We are losing our his- 
toric landmarks in this country 
due to development at an 
alarming rate. I will explore 
every possible avenue." 

Harris is not against 
progress, but she would like to 
see a healthy partnering 
between development and 
preservation in order to stave 
off the loss of historic trea- 
sures, She feels fortunate that 
it is Joseph Langone of 
Northeast Development that is 
currently in agreement with 
the property owner. 

“Mr. Langone is a man of 
integrity," Harris said. "He has 
given a lot to this community, 
both publicly and privately and 
he is working with us to find a 
solution." 

Though Langone does not yet 
own the property, he has par- 
ticipated in several meetings 
with Harris and the two are 
striving to find a scenario

more soil had been imported 
than was necessary for a prop- 
er capping of the landfill and 
that the site was being exploit- 
ed as a "revenue dump" for con- 
taminated soil.

A separate lawsuit 
brought about by the estate of 
the deceased owner of the 
Landfill still remains. 

"However, the estate can no 
longer rely upon the landfill 
operator MEA to pursue many 
material allegations, and the 
town is pressing the estate's 
owners for more pre trial dis- 
covery information from those 
owners," said DeRensis. "This 
dismissal is a nice result for the 
town in its effort to improve the 
environment in Wilmington and 
to protect the health and safety 
of the residents of the town. We 
thank the members of the 
Board of Appeals. and the 
Building Inspector for their 
critical help in bringing about 
this successful outcome for the 
town."

amenable to all parties. He 
knows that $450,000 will be a 
very difficult figure for the 
Historic Commission to come 
up with, especially within the 
short amount of time allotted. 
With that in mind, he instruct- 
ed his to re-configure 
the lots to facilitate all a parcel 
of land for the Butters house to 
be moved to. 

"We will be going before the 
Planning Board with a propos- 
al to donate a 12,000 square foot 
parcel and the building to the 
Town," Langone said. "I’m not 
sure what else I could do, short 
of donating the entire $450,000." 

Langone has received a fair 
amount of criticism for his part 
in the situation, but if 
Northeastern Development did 
not make an offer on the prop- 
erty, another firm would have. 

"I come from this town," 
Langone said. "Someone else 
probably wouldn't care." 

Harris does not begrudge 
Langone’s making a profit. 

"Mr. Langone is a business- 
man and he should not have to 
lose money on this at all,” 
Harris said. "We need to come 
up with the funds.” 

Coming up with the funds to 
buy the Butters Farm parcel 
outright would be the ideal sit- 
uation. Langone’s plans would 
necessitate the moving of the 
structure, which in itself would 
present monumental chal- 
lenges. Part of the house sits 
on a foundation, but another 
portion of the house sits direct- 
ly on dirt. If the house can suc- 
cessfully be moved, the job 
would carry a substantial price 
tag.

Descendents of the first 
William Butters, as a matter of 
fact, have served bravely in 
most of the major wars fought 
by the United States. 

Direct descendents of William 
Butters still reside in 
Wilmington, but the Butters’ 
Farm was sold during the early 
1960’s to the Emery family, who 
used the property to breed 
horses. 

The Emerys remained in the 
house until about 2000. Since 
that time, they have retained 
ownership and have rented the 
house out.

uniforms, which were passed 
down as the staff changed. 

Mrs. Langone started out 
directing traffic in Wilmington 
Square for four years, then at 
Adams Street for two years. She 
was then appointed as sergeant, 
a position she held for 18 years. 
For the last four years of her 
career, despite her rank as 
sergeant, she was subordinate 
to the safety officer, a patrol- 


man. 

The late Chief of Police Paul 
J. Lynch was especially proud 
of the traffic supervisors. 
Ironically, the unit was dis- 
solved shortly after his retire- 
ment in 1979. 

The town meeting on May 19, 
1979 voted down their budget 
after a lengthy debate. The 
group had voted to unionize, 
and had affiliated with a nation- 
al union. The Finance 
Committee recommended a 
zero figure for their budget. 
Selectman Aldo Caira offered 
an amended figure of $30,197, 
which would have been a cut of 
$8000 from the previous year, 
but voters turned that down. 
Ironically, a line item expendi- 
ture of $1479 for new uniforms 
passed. But the women were 
replaced by contractual cross- 
ing guards, and the money for 
uniforms was never spent.

Unfairly, Cathy Sheerin has 
followed a long list of all- 
scholastic Wilmington High 
School pitchers.

As a junior Sheerin came into 
this season with huge shoes to 
fill.

It was another banner week 
for the Tewksbury High boys 
and girls track and field teams, 
especially senior Lauren 
Barbour. 

After going to the all night

Being creative, while still staying with in the designs of his men- 
tors and the masters and meeting the needs of those that commis- 
sion his work are challenges that keeps Woburn sculptor Bob 
Shure at his best as he develops an international reputation of his 
own. 
“Creation depends on the job,” Shure said. “Sometimes a com- 
mittee will leave everything totally up to me. Other times I work 
with a committee that is very specific with what they want, so I 
have to work with in the framework.” 

This is not a problem for Shure, who added, “To me it is more 
like problem solving. I like working with people. I like being the 
creative person who can express the ideas they want. To me it's 
more of a challenge.” 

Examples of how Shure has met the different challenges are on 


the city where he does his work. The first is the Turn of the 
Century Tanner Family that adorns the clock across from 
Woburn Common and the second is his copy of the Indian Statue 
that is on the banks of Horn Pond 

At present he is putting the finishing touches on a huge bust 
of naval architect and builder Donald McKay, designet and 
builder of the “Flying Cloud and several other clipper ships that 
allowed east coast ports such as Salem to participate in a thriv- 
ing trade with China during the 19th century. When the bronze 
statue is finished it will be placed in a park being built in East 
Boston on the site of what is believed to be McKay's shipyard. 

Shure had the enviable opportunity of being able to take over 
a thriving statuary business from his mentors Adio DiBiccari 
and Acangelo Cascieri as the pair prepared for retirement. He 
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chad started as an apprentice with the pair in 1972 and 14 years 
later, in 1985, he took over the studio 


display throughout this country in| 
churches, school campuses, museums) 
and in both Downtown Woburn and) 
Boston's Downtown Crossing area. 

The sculptor, whose Skylight Studio’ 
is on Salem Street donated two pieces to

“They did work all over the 
world,” Shure said. “They did a lot of 
work for the Catholic Church. 

“When I first started with them I 
did a lot of work for the cathedral in 
Washington, D.C. 
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“They also did a lot of portraits 
(busts or full figure sculpture),-architectural sculpture and pub- 
lic monuments.” 


Shure recalled, “In 1989 I closed in Boston because my two 
teachers were retiring and we were being surrounded by 
Northeastern University.” 

Shure, a native of Burlington, now lives in Wilmington, and 
wanted to move his studio in this area. He picked Woburn because 
the location is convenient to many of the suppliers who provide him 
with the wood, plaster, clay and various other materials he uses in 
his artwork. 

On any given day, a visitor to his 1200 square foot studio may see 
Shure and his 12 professional staff members working on projects 
ranging from original creations to restorations, preservation or | 
conservation of classic pieces.

Presently Shure and his crews are working on preserving sev- 


eral pieces that are on display in Newport, Rhode Island. The work ~~ 


is being done in conjunction with the Newport Preservation Society 
and is being done on marble sculptures and fountains. 

Over the years, Shure has made copies of historical places such 
as the Washington Monument the Old State House in Boston and 
others. Copies of these pieces are then mass-produced for sale in 
the gift shops to help raise funds for the preservation of the origi- 
nal buildings. 

“Basically we do anything relative tc sculpture, whether it is 
creating, reproducing or restoring,” Shure said. 

Shure enjoys working on the classic pieces as much as he does 
creating his own pieces. Every time he works on a classic piece he 
finds a new idea that will add to his knowledge and creativity. 

“It helps my own creativity to do work on classic pieces,” Shure 
said. “I work within the figurative tradition. 

“What helps my own work is to be able to refer back to the great 
works of the past. When I want to be inspired I look at

As part of his design stage, Shure has to know that the finished 
piece will fit and be complementary to the site where it will be 
placed. 

“A design done to be surrounded by a building is done one way,’ 
he explained, “for an open field it is done differently.” 

The drawn designs help each of the 12 trained artists working 
on the project with their specialties keep a focus on what the fin- 
ished project needs to look like.

“CINDERELLA MAN"

Director Ron Howard is a 
sentimental man, a charac- 
ter trait he has brought to 
the forefront with "Cinderella 
\lan", though he lets the film 
wet a bit gooey toward the 
cud. The film features Rusell 
Crowe as boxer James J 
Braddock, so as expected it's 
tlawlessly crafted, superbly 
acted and intelligently writ- 
ten 

We know how the story 
ends, a problem Howard 
towed he had no problem 
overcoming in his film 
Apollo 13°. Braddock was a 
real-life prizefighter who 
came from behind to serve 
as a symbol of hope to folks 
who were down on their luck 
during the Depression . That 
includes his own family, for 
whom he's able to provide a 
comfortable home in subur- 
ban New Jersey at the film's 
start 

But as Howard shows with 
a‘seamless shift in time and 
tenor, Braddock is forced to 
move them into a run-down 
basement apartment when 


his fights and fortunes run « 


out four years later. He now 
must compete for daily work 
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on the docks while wife Mae 
(Renee Zellweger in full 
feisty mode) takes in sewing 
and waters the milk for their 
three kids. 

Then Braddock's former 
manager, Joe Gould (Paul 
Giamatti), comes calling 
with a proposal. A boxer had 
to drop out of a fight at the 
last minute, and Gould has 
finagled a way for Braddock 
(even though he's lost his 
license) to get back in the 
ring against an up-and-com- 
ing star. 

There is, of course, the 
obligatory training montage 
leading up to the bout itself. 
Having been away for so 
long, Braddock is barely 
expected to last a couple of 
rounds. He ends up winning, 
which sets up a heavyweight 
championship fight against 
the monstrous Max Baer (a 
convincingly slimy Craig 
Bierko) who has literally 
killed a couple of his previ- 
ous opponents.

“The Tewksbury Historical 
Society hosted a Discovery 
workshop during which they 
attempted to identify old 
photographs of Tewksbury,” 
notes the “Tewksbury Town 
Crier.”

“The Society will display 
pictures from their archives 
with hopes that members of 
the public will be able to 
assist in identifying people 
and places.

early 1900’s, Marcus said.

Once the design sketches are 
done, then a clay model is built 
and scaled to size.

Shure said. “It also involves a 
good working knowledge of 
mathematics and proportions.” 


He also stressed, “It is 
impossible to work with clay 
and not work from a model.

Housing market 


very strong in first 
quarter of 2005 


Severe weather during the 
first three months of 2005 fail- 
ed to put a chill in the demand 
for housing this winter, as att- 
ractive mortgage rates, steady 


job growth and an increase in 
“the supply of homes for sale 
drew a large number of buyers 
into the Massachusetts hous- 
ing market in the first quarter, 


according to data issued by the 
Massachusetts Association of 
Realtors. 

Condominium sales were 
especially strong, setting a 


new first quarter record, while 
detached single-family home 
sales rose to their third highest 
level on record for a January 
to March period. 

The healthy sales pace led 
to a sharp price gain in the 
detached home and condo 
markets. This has been the 
46th consecutive quarter that 
prices have risen over the pre- 
vious year’s level. 

The MAR report shows that 
in the first quarter, sales of 
detached single-family homes 
increased 5.8 percent over the 
past year, from 8,236 homes 
sold in the first three months 
of 2004 to 8,714 sold during the 
first three months of 2005. 

In the condominium mar- 
ket, sales rose even more dra- 
matically, climbing 35.4 per- 
cent from 3,032 units sold in 
the first quarter of 2004 to a 
record 4,105 units sold during 
the same time period of 2005. 

This marks the seventh con- 


secutive quarter that sales of 
existing single-family homes 
have risen, while condo sales

and buy big ticket items,” 
Tomkiewicz added. 

Across the state, sales of 
detached single-family homes 
rose in all but two regions 
from January through March, 
with Central Massachusetts 
(Worcester County) and grea- 
ter Boston sustaining the most 
significant year-to-year sales 
gains at 17.8 percent and 9 per- 
cent, respectively. 

In the condo market, sales 
increased in all seven regions 
of the state, with double-digit 
sales growth reported in all 
regions except the southeast- 
ern portion of the state, where 
sales rose 6.9 percent over the 
figures from 12 months ago. 

The most significant sales 
gains were seen on the South 
Shore and in greater Boston, 
where sales improved 48.1 per- 
cent and 41.2 percent, respec- 
tively. 

Sales also increased by 30 
percent or more in the western 
part of Massachusetts and in 
Worcester County. 

The surge in condo sales is 
the result of both economic 
and demographic factors, 
according to industry 
observers. 

“For entry-level buyers, the 
condo market's appeal rem- 
ains its affordability, but it’s 
the demands of baby-boomers 
and active seniors that has 
triggered the current condo 


craze,” Tomkiewicz said. 

Condominiums tend to offer 
a smaller floor plan and main- 
tenance-free lifestyles which 
are typically desired by those 
who are looking to downsize or 
purchase a vacation home. 

Additionally, with their chil- 
dren grown, many baby-boo- 
mers are selling their subur- 
ban homes and returning to 
the city. 

“In several cities, the con- 
version of old mills, schools 
and churches into condomini- 
ums is being driven in large 
part by aging boomers who 
are looking to return to the 
communities in which they 
grew up,” she noted. 

From the months of 
January through March, the 
average rate for a 30-year fixed 
mortgage was 5.85 percent, up 
just one-tenth of a point, from. 
12 months ago. However, 
between the start and end of 
the quarter, the average for a 
30 -year fixed mortgage rose 
on quarter point, from 5.70 to 
6.04 

Notably, those individuals 
who are shopping for homes 
had more to choose from in 
early 2005, as single-family 
listings averaged 38,871, a 6.6 
percent increase over the 
quarterly average of 36,459 
detached homes «and condos 
for sale twelve months ago. 

At the current sales pace, 
this represents 9.1 months of 
supply, a drop from the 9.7 
months of supply that was 


available in the first quarter of 


2004, but this figure is up from 
the 6.3 months of supply in the 
prior quarter. 

Unfortunately for buyers, 
even though inventory levels 
are at a healthy level, the 
MAR report found that hous- 
ing prices continued to rise 
steadily across the state, with 
new record highs in the first 
quarter of 2005.
